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ORGANIZATION & FUNCTION 

 
 
The New Hampshire Insurance Department was established in 1851, the first 
insurance regulatory agency in the United States.  The provisions of Chapter RSA 
400-A of the Insurance Laws, Title XXXVII, codify the rights and responsibilities 
of the Insurance Department.  The provisions of this Title charge the Insurance 
Commissioner with all duties pertaining to the enforcement and execution of 
insurance laws of the State of New Hampshire.  The Commissioner is responsible 
for the collection of premium taxes and fees; and the regulation of all segments 
of the insurance industry as it performs in the marketplace, particularly in the 
treatment of policyholders and claimants.  The Department must be continually 
vigilant in ascertaining that insurance rates are neither excessive, inadequate, 
nor unfairly discriminatory.  Additionally, the Department provides consumer 
assistance to answer inquiries and resolve complaints. 
 
 
MISSION STATEMENT 
 
 
Our mission is to promote and protect the public good by ensuring the existence 
of a safe and competitive insurance marketplace through the development and 
enforcement of the insurance laws of the State of New Hampshire.  We are 
committed to doing so in an honest, effective and timely manner.  In pursuit of 
our mission we will treat all of our constituencies in an open, fair and respectful 
manner and will strive to uphold the highest professional, ethical and quality 
standards. 
 

This Annual Report is meant as a brief summary of the activities of the Department 
during the past Fiscal Year ending June 30, 2005.   

 
In Fiscal Year 2005, the Insurance Department operated its affairs at 92% of its 
total operating budget with 79 full-time employees at the Department (Appendices 
I & II).  At the same time, the Department collected revenues totaling $88.7 
million dollars in taxes, fees and registrations (Appendix III). 

 
 

  



 

 
 
 
 
 

RATE & FORM FILINGS 
 

• Life, Accident & Health Division 
 
The Life, Accident and Health Examiners reviewed 3075 filings during the past 
fiscal year. The Division reviews all individual, group and health maintenance 
organization filings for health, long-term care, life, annuity, accident, credit, 
disability and blanket insurance.  Filings reviewed included 1134 filings submitted 
electronically through the National Association of Insurance Commissioners (NAIC) 
via SERFF, the State Electronic Rate and Forms Filing system. The Division also 
examined 5 filings for Continuing Care Communities. 
 
The Life, Accident and Health Examiners also provided technical assistance to, or 
were active participants of, the Council for Children and Adolescents with Chronic 
Health Conditions, the Governor’s Task Force of Persons with Disabilities, New 
Hampshire Inter-Agency Council, Certified Public Manager Program, Board of 
Directors for State Electronic Rate and Forms Filing System (SERFF), Association of 
Insurance Compliance Professionals (AICP), the NAIC Speed to Market Task Force 
and the New Hampshire Individual Health Plan Benefit Association.   

 
• Property & Casualty Division 

 
Property & Casualty examiner responsibilities include the analysis of form/rule/rate 
filings for personal and commercial lines of business, including but not limited to 
automobile, property, liability, general and professional liability and workers’ 
compensation.  The filings are reviewed to determine compliance with New 
Hampshire laws and rules and to ensure that they are not contrary to public policy.  
The Property & Casualty examiners reviewed 3609 filings during the past fiscal 
year.   

 
The Division is responsible for all workers’ compensation related telephone calls 
and correspondence.  Active assistance by this Division is given to the Consumer 
Services Division including providing back-up telephone coverage, statute 
interpretation on specialty lines and input to various informational brochures. 
Additionally, the examiners field telephone calls, e-mails and correspondence from 
industry and other state regulators. 
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The examiners also participate on various working groups and sit on boards as 
designees of the Commissioner. Board membership includes the Commercial 
Automobile Insurance Plan, the New Hampshire Reinsurance Facility, New 
Hampshire Workers’ Compensation Advisory Council, Workers’ Compensation 
Classification & Rating Appeals, Workers’ Compensation Insurance Plan, ISO and 
Safety Incentive Program. 

 
 

CONSUMER SERVICES 
 

• Complaints and Inquiries 
 

The Department's Consumer Services Division responded to 1042 formal 
complaints during Fiscal Year 2005. Of these, 333 were related to life, accident 
and health insurance, while 709 were property and casualty complaints. These 
numbers reflect consumer complaints for which the Division took action to 
intervene on behalf of the consumer. 

 
     During Fiscal Year 2005 the Division responded to 10,502 consumer inquiries. Of 

this total, 5,222 inquiries were related to life, accident and health insurance, and 
5,280 were related to property and casualty insurance. The answers to these 
inquiries span from answering simple requests for information to specific 
complicated, research intensive investigations necessary prior to returning a 
consumer’s call. 

 
Also during this time period, the Division assisted consumers in obtaining 
$949,680.02 in relief.  Of this amount, $632,148.66 was attributable to property 
and casualty insurance complaints, and $317,531.36 was attributable to life, 
accident and health insurance complaints.  It should be noted that it is not 
possible to determine the precise impact the Division's involvement had on this 
figure, as some complaints were eventually resolved without Department 
intervention. 

 
This Division also publishes and distributes consumer brochures designed to assist 
and educate New Hampshire insurance consumers about a wide range of 
insurance topics. The Department currently offers 71 brochures on health, 
automobile, homeowners, life and a variety of other insurance subjects. All 
brochures published or distributed by the Department are available free of charge 
upon request.  In addition, brochures published by the Department are available 
on our WEB site: http://www.nh.gov/insurance.  Links to other insurance-related 
web sites, including a variety of federal programs such as Medicare and Medicaid, 
may also be found on our web site.  
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The Consumer Services Division maintains a toll-free telephone number (1-800-
852-3416) for consumers seeking assistance or information.  The toll free number 
is available to consumers in all states.  
 
The Division is also responsible for processing external appeals of health insurance 
decisions, including certifying external review organizations as third party 
reviewers.  During fiscal year 2005, the Division processed 41 requests for external 
review of health insurance decisions.  Of these, 29 met the legal requirements to 
qualify for external review.  Of the 29 qualifying applications, 12 health insurance 
decisions were overturned by the certified external review organization, resulting 
in $197,304.49 in benefits to consumers.  The division currently certifies 4 external 
review organizations. 
 
The Division is additionally charged with conducting enforcement investigations 
and actions to ensure compliance with New Hampshire’s insurance laws.  During 
Fiscal Year 2005 the Division undertook 147 enforcement investigations, resulting 
in 33 consent orders or disciplinary actions.  In addition, $71,650.00 in fines were 
assessed as penalties for violations of New Hampshire insurance laws and/or 
department rules.  Enforcement Unit actions resulted in restitution to consumers in 
the amount of $21,060.00.   

 
 

MARKET CONDUCT EXAMINATIONS 
 

The Market Conduct Examinations Division primarily engages in analysis of 
insurance companies’ market data to identify perceived market problems at the 
market or company level that may adversely affect insurance consumers and 
others.  The Division then develops a prioritized schedule of market conduct 
actions for those companies or markets so identified and conducts inquiries, 
targeted market conduct examinations or investigations of companies and their 
affiliates or agents in accordance with uniform national standards.  The purpose of 
these activities is to determine whether the company or licensee complies with 
New Hampshire insurance laws and rules, that it treats claimants and policyholders 
fairly and that it conducts its business according to its own established procedures.   
 
During Fiscal Year 2005, New Hampshire initiated a market conduct action against 
the National Council on Compensation Insurance (NCCI) that generated 
considerable interest in a number of other states. The action resulted in the return 
of premium to New Hampshire policyholders in certain occupational classifications 
for policies issued during 2003 and 2004. The Division also initiated an 
investigation of producer compensation practices that is on going. New Hampshire 
participated in the UnumProvident multi-state examination that resulted in a 
national settlement completed in November, 2004, that afforded 2,375 New 
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Hampshire claimants with denied or terminated claims the opportunity to request a 
reassessment of the company’s action.

Resolution of market conduct examinations and multi-state actions during the 
period resulted in penalties of over $171,880 in administrative fines paid to the 
state. 

 
FRAUD INVESTIGATIONS 

 
It is reported that 10% of all insurance premiums paid by New Hampshire 
consumers are attributed to insurance fraud.  Nationwide insurance fraud costs 
consumers $120 billion, making it America’s second largest economic crime, 
second only to income tax evasion.  In 1993, the Legislature enacted RSA 417:23 
which authorized the Insurance Department to establish the New Hampshire 
Insurance Fraud Investigation Unit (IFU).  Since its inception, the Insurance Fraud 
Investigation Unit has been staffed with 3 investigators.  New Hampshire is a 
mandatory fraud reporting state requiring reporting by all insurers as well as 
requiring that all insurers develop and file antifraud initiative plans.   

 
In Fiscal Year 2005, 311 files were processed by the IFU.  Five files were referred 
for prosecution.  Subsequently, one prosecution was obtained.  At the end of Fiscal 
Year 2005, the legislature approved funding for a Fraud Prosecutor.  It is expected 
that, due to the addition of dedicated staff, our referral and prosecution rate will 
increase significantly. 

  
During this same period, several extensive investigations were undertaken 
involving staged accidents and identity fraud. These investigations are ongoing.    
An Anti-Fraud Task Force now established within the State is comprised of 
representatives of the insurance industry and law enforcement.  This new task 
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force meets on a regular basis with a goal of minimizing insurance fraud in New 
Hampshire.  It was through this task force that the conviction of 4 individuals 
engaged in a staged accident ring was handed down in the 2002 Fiscal Year. 
Three of those 4 individuals were convicted and sentenced. 
 
Additionally, the Fraud Unit has an ongoing fraud outreach program directed 
towards New Hampshire law enforcement agencies to promote fraud awareness.  
Each year, the Fraud Unit conducts a one-day seminar at the New Hampshire 
Police Standards and Training Academy.  The outreach program is also available 
for presentations to other groups, clubs and organizations.  The Unit has published 
a series of 3 handouts entitled Fraud Against Seniors warning the elderly of unique 
schemes directed toward them by scam artists. 
 

FINANCIAL EXAMINATIONS & LICENSING 
 

• Financial Examination Division 
 
The Examination Division reports that the New Hampshire Insurance Department 
currently licenses 956 insurance companies to conduct business in the State, 43 of 
which are domiciled in New Hampshire.  Of these companies, 381 are licensed to 
write life and health insurance and the remaining 575 companies are licensed in 
the various property and casualty lines. 
 
We licensed 27 “new-to New Hampshire” companies during Fiscal Year 2005.  
Twelve were life and health insurance companies and 15 were property and 
casualty insurance companies (Appendix IV).  Twenty-seven companies withdrew 
from New Hampshire for various reasons, including dissolution, merger or 
consolidation, or surrendering license. 
 
An alphabetical listing of all New Hampshire’s domestic companies with asset and 
liability information for calendar year-end 2004 may be found in Appendix V.  The 
same information is provided for all companies licensed in New Hampshire 
(Appendix VI). 

  
While New Hampshire does not license surplus lines companies, it does, pursuant 
to RSA 405:26, qualify unauthorized insurers as eligible surplus lines carriers in the 
State.  As of June 30, 2005, 48 unauthorized insurers qualified as eligible surplus 
lines carriers (Appendix VII).

• Licensing Division 
 
The Licensing Division reports that there are approximately 36,354 individuals and 
3,970 business entities licensed as insurance producers in this state authorized to 
conduct business in the Life, Accident & Health and Property & Casualty lines of 
insurance.  In addition, there are 10,983 Insurance Claims Adjusters licensed to 
adjust Workers' Compensation, Life, Accident & Health and Property & Casualty 
lines of insurance. 
 
By January of 2006 nonresident producers will be able to apply for new licenses 
and renew existing licenses on line through our business partner NIPR, The 
National Insurance Producer Registry.  Resident producers will be able to renew on 
line with our business partner State Based Systems (SBS). 
 
This transition will simplify and streamline the licensing process, bring effective 
organization to work flow, and maintain uniformity and reciprocity compliance.  

 
 

HEALTH POLICY 
 

The Department’s Health Policy Analyst provides assistance and recommendations 
for policy development on issues concerning health insurance, such as: managed 
care; federal and state health insurance reform; consumer assistance; public 
insurance; coverage for the uninsured; and, special needs populations.  The 
Analyst also acts as the Department’s liaison on matters of health care policy. 
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In Fiscal Year 2005, the Health Policy Analyst provided policy and drafting 
assistance on numerous legislative initiatives relating to managed care, health data 
and health insurance markets. The Analyst also serves on the Healthy Kids Board, 
and participates in other healthcare initiatives. 

 
THE HOME INSURANCE COMPANY in LIQUIDATION 

 
On June 13, 2003, at the request of the New Hampshire Insurance Department, 
the Merrimack County Superior Court issued an Order placing The Home Insurance 
Company into liquidation.  At that time, respective State Guaranty Associations 
were called into action, have been, and are continuing to handle statutorily 
approved claims payments.  The June 15, 2004 deadline for filing proofs of 
claim(s) with the estate has passed.  The Merrimack County Superior Court 
established an "arm-of-the-court" on-site Liquidation Clerk's Office located at 286 
Commercial Street, Manchester, NH, telephone 603-641-1211 and all court 
documents and other information regarding The Home Insurance Company in 
Liquidation may be found on the website at www.hicilclerk.org. As of June 30, 
2005, the Home Liquidation has an estimated $3.6 billion in liability and $1.6 
billion in assets. 
 

INSURANCE LEGISLATION & RULEMAKING 
 

 
• Legislation 

 
During the period of this Annual Report, the Department requested the introduction of 
4 legislative proposals to the 2005 Session.  The following provides a brief overview of 
the disposition of the Department's legislative initiatives:  
 

o SB 72 – (Department proposal) - Public Adjuster Licensing:  this bill, 
based on a new NAIC model, attempted to update and enhance existing 
provisions of RSA 402-D by establishing more uniform standards for the 
licensing and conduct of public adjusters.  The House Executive 
Departments and Administration Committee retained the bill. 

 
o SB 73 – (Department proposal) - Market Conduct Record Retention and 

Production:  this new NAIC model established standard requirements of 
record retention and document production by insurers for the purposes 
of market conduct examinations.  SB 73 is now 2005 Chapter 221, 
effective September 3, 2005. 
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o SB 74 –  (Department proposal) - Technical Changes:  this bill 
established a new electronic cash transfer schedule for the remittance of 
premium taxes, clarified existing provisions regulating premium refunds, 
provided that grievance appeal review language used by carriers be 
consistent with NCQA language, enabled single mandatory levels of 
grievance appeal, and provided the Department with access to property 
and casualty insurer information or data relevant to the monitoring and 
maintenance of a competitive market under RSA 412.  SB 74 is now 
2005 Chapter 248, effective September 12, 2005. 

 
o SB 197 – (Department proposal) - Captive Insurance Companies:  this 

enabling legislation attempted to permit the establishment and licensing 
of captive insurance companies in New Hampshire.  Shortly after the 
introduction of the bill, the Department learned that the proposed 
premium tax structure within the bill was unworkable under New 
Hampshire's unitary tax system.  At the request of the Department the 
bill was tabled. 

 
• Rulemaking 

 
During the period of this Annual Report, the Department commenced and completed 
administrative rulemaking proceedings on the following: 
 

• Ins 308 Life and Health Reinsurance Agreements – This readoption 
of Ins 308 with amendments aligned the rule with the most current NAIC 
model.

• Ins 600 Credit for Reinsurance – This readoption of Ins 600 with 
amendments aligned the rule with the most current NAIC model.

final typographical and grammatical amendments, as well as industry and 
facility requested amendments, to the version of Ins 1400 adopted earlier in 
2004.

• Ins 1904 Group Coordination of Benefits - Although this rule expired 

in 1999, the Department continued to apply its provisions via the statutory 
authority provided in provisions relating to group coordination of benefits 
throughout Title XXXVII.  This rule applies to all group or blanket insurance 
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plans and establishes a uniform order of benefit determination under which 
plans pay claims.  The rule was updated with the latest NAIC model 
provisions and are consistent with those of expired Ins 1904.

• Ins 1905 Minimum Standards for Medicare Supplement Policies - 

This rule implemented the federal provisions regulating Medicare 
Supplement policies and updated existing Ins 1905 in response to the 
federal passage of the Medicare Prescription Drug, Improvement, and 
Modernization Act of 2003.

• Ins 2500 Home Warranty Associations - The passage of 2004 Chapter

permits and prescribes the use of the 2001 Commissioners' Standard

Sets – This rule sets forth uniform reporting requirements for content, 
format and filing schedules for encrypted claims data and HEDIS 
information required by RSA 420-G:11.
